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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-4 of U. S. Application 09/885,647, filed 06/20/2001 are presented for 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record while disclosing catalytic reactors and evaluations thereof of the activity of 
catalysts, do not disclose the invention as particularly arranged and as expressly 
claimed, and as defined in the specification (see pages 4-1 1 of the specification). For 
example, Neidhard et al. disclose that to supervise operational effectiveness of catalytic 
reactors included in exhaust emission detoxification systems, an oxygen sensor is 
located downstream of the reactor to determine oxygen content in the exhaust gases 
from the internal combustion engine, the oxygen sensor comprising an ion conductive 
solid electrolyte forming an ion concentration chain and having catalytically inactive 
contacts, connected to a detection circuit which provides an output signal in 
dependence on a signal from the sensor, the output signal operating an alarm, or a 
transducer which interferes with proper engine operation to force the operator to have 
the reactor repaired. 

3. As stated in MPEP § 21 31 .02, "The identical invention must be shown in as 
complete detail as is contained in the ... claim." Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co., 868 
F.2d 1226, 1236, 9 USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). The elements must be 
arranged as required by the claim, but this is not an ipsissimis verbis test, i.e., identity of 
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terminology is not required. In re Bond, 910 F.2d 831, 15 USPQ2d 1566 (Fed. Cir. 
1 990). Therefore, the prior art of record does not anticipate, render obvious or read on 
the claims and the claims do not read on the prior art.
